Man to Whom Offer ‘Was Made Re- 
fused to Kill Parkhurst, But 
Was Willing to Beat Him. . 
Policeman Insisted on 
Death. 


New York, March 1!4.—An alleged plot 
to assassinate Rev, Dr. Charles H. Park- 
hurst, following the recent municipal 
election in this city, inspired, it is as- 
serted, by a police official, and in re- 
YVenge for raids made on certain places 
by agents of the Society for the Pre. 
vention of Crime, known also as the 
Parkhurst Society, was revealed today, 
when District Attorney Jerome sum- 
monedin John Doe proceedings Acting 
Captain John H. Shells, of the West 
One Hundredth street police station; John 
Phelan, a plain clothes policeman, and 
two civilians, Richard Wilson and L. 
Rogers. 

A hearing will be held tomorrow after- 
noon before Magistrate Wahle, in the 
Tombs police court, and the witnesses 
summoned today will be asked to tell 
what they know of the alleged plat. 

Policeman Suggested Murder. 

Rogers, one of the witnesses, and a 
man named Kelly, were employed during 
the last campaign by the Citizens’ union. 
A few days after the election, Rogers 
told Kelly, it is alleged, of the plot to 
murder Dr. Parkhurst. According to 
statements alrendy made, Rogers said 
he was approached by a policeman and 

d if he would take the task of 
killing Dr. Parkhurst. 

It is declared that the policeman said 
a police official would pay $500 for the 
work and Rogers asked Kelly if he was 
willing to go into the scheme, taking for 
his part $200, while he (Rogers) would 
get the remainder of the sum. 

It is further alleged that Rogers saw 
this police official and talked the m@t- 
ter over with him at length, but finally 
came te the conclusion that-he-would net 
resort to murder. 

“T will beat him,’’ Rogers is alleged to 
have said to the official, ‘‘but I won't kill 
hith.”’ 

Insisted on Parkhurst’s Death. 

According to the statement said to be 
in possession of the district attorney and 
counsel of the Society for the Prevention 
of Crime, the police official insisted that 
Dr. Parkhurst be put out of the ‘way. 
Then it was that Rogers became afraid 
and put the mater before Richard Wii- 
son, a 22-year-old clerk. 

It is further alleged that Wilsan saw 
the official and had an intervéew with 
him, but that Dr. Parkhurst’s name was 
not mentioned. What developed after 
these interviews with the police official 
has not been learned. At that time, 
Dr. Parkhurst -was in Europe for his 
usual summer vacation, and did not re- 
turn to this city until fall. 

After Kelly had heard of the plot, he 
went to Dr. Parkhurst and repeated all 
that had been told him. Following this 
Wilson and. Rogers were continually 
ehadowed by detectives. 

As a result of the Parkhurst raids, a 
police official was dismussed from the 
force. but later was reinstated.

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TWENTY-SEVEN 
SUNK TO DEATH 
TH STEAM 


Only Thirteen Were Rescued 
From Phenix. Liner, 
British King 


Boston, March 1!4.—Suffering,. mental 
and physjcal, and numerous acts of hero- 
ism in saving life rarely equaled in the 
record of tragedies of the sea, attended 
the loss of the Phenix. Line steamer, 
British King, which,’ on Sunday, last, in 
a raging Atlantic storm, foundered about 
150 miles south of Sable island, and car- 
ried to death - twenty-seven members of 
the crew. 

Thirteen men~were rescued--from the 
sinking vessel. by the. Layland Line 
steamer Bostonian, bound from Manches- 
ter to Boston,- and eleven. by the Ger- 
man tank steamer Mannheim, Rotterdam 
to New York. 

Fives Saved’ from Vortex. 

Five others ‘who-had been drawn down 
in the ‘vortex’ into which the British 
King was enguifed were picked up: by 
the Bostonian from a frail bit of wreck- 
age, which they had grasped after a 
desperate struggle for life in the whirl< 
pool. The. Bostonian arrived here this 
afternoon, and the details of the disas- 
ter became public. 

Captain James O’Hegan, of the British 
King, died on board the Bostonian from 
the effects of terrible injuries sustained 
in trying to save his ship. 

The rescued who twere brought here to- 
day include James Flanigan, the second 
officer; J. D. Crawford, the chief en- 
gineer; Adolphus Beck, the fourth en- 
gineer, and William J. Curry, the stew- 
ard. The others were coal passers and 
sailors, mostly Belgians, and one stow- 
away, Henry Parkotch, of New York. 

Two lifeboats from the Bogtonian were 


crews which manned them were thrown 
into the high running Beas white enguged 
in the work of réscue, but all were safely 
landed on board the steamer. 


Life Boat Was Smashed. 


When the first lifeboat was lowered 
from the Bostonian, the small craft was 
swept against the stern of the big ship 
and destroyed, and several of the seamen 
wefe bruised and maimed. Yet, despite 
thé boisterous condition of the sea, the 
voluhteers were rescued by lines thrown 
out from their steamer. 

A second attempt to reach the sinking 
ship was successful and thirteen men, 
including Captain O’Hagen, were taken 
from the British King to the Bostonian. 
+Then again a powerful billow carried 
the lifeboat against the side of 
the ship and destroyed it, and the life- 
savers were thrown into the sea, to be 
rescued only after an hour’s effort oy 
their comrades. 

Volunteers from 
a heroic battle with the 
taken off eleven from the British King, 
but after this neither of the steamers, 
in consequence of the gate, could make 
an attempt to reach the founac@ting 
freighter. Moreover, darkness fell and it 
was an utter impossibility to do else Dut 

wait for the moonlight to guide them. 
In the darkness the British King, which 
was then water-logged and _ helpless, 
plunged to the bottom.

After the flames were put out 
and the firemen were doing the 
odds and ends necessary, the big 
crowd stood around in the falling 
torrent and wondered at the ex- 
tent of the loss. And the while 
they were wondering, one of the 
figemen grabed the rope of the 
bell and gave it a vigorous tug. 
The old bell sounded, loud and 
clear, and the crowd gave one 
unanimous and tremendous cheer. 
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Lightning struck the steeple of 
Second Baptist church at 5:36 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, while the rain storm 
was at its height. The slate of the 
Washington street side of the roof was 
torn off and the woodwork set 
Only a valiant fight by the fire depart- 
ment saved the handsome church from

Thig battle, waged by hook and ladder 
No. | and company No. 2, was one of 
the most daring in the annals of the de- 
partment, and what it lacked.in the spec- 
tacular was more than balanced by the 
danger of the situation. 


literally between two fires, one 
them and the other below. 

The. tower of the Second Baptist 
church, at the corner of Washington and 
Mitchell streets, extends, a large quad- 
rilateral shaft, 80 feet high. Then the 
solid walls ate broken by windows, and 
above the windows is the bell tower, con- 
ical in shape. The fire was in this bel] 
tower, the woodwork having been ignited 
by the flash of lightning. The fire de- 
partment responded immediately to the 
alarm telephoned from the state capitol, 

In order to met at the flames, it was 
necessary for the firemen to ascend the 
stairs in the tower, dragging the hose 
behind them. After reaching the par- 
tially open base of the tower proper, the 
only way to attain striking distance at 
the blaze was to stand immediately un- 
der it and hold the hose nozzles perpen- 
dicular.

®Mlaming Fagots Fell. 

The impact of the streams and the work 
of the fire itself loosened _burning fag- 
ots, which fell almost like the rain it- 
self among the firemen. 

And while the firemen were fighting 
the fiames in the cupola above them, 
electric wires became croesed in the tow- 
er below, melted a gas pipe and sB8tarted 
another conflagration. Before this had 
gained headway, Fireman “Chick” Lago- 
marsino went-down the stairs to get an 
instrument, and discovered the second 
blaze. He summoned aid, and this was 
soon extinguished. 

Those who were placed in the perilous 
position at the tap of the shaft were 
Chief Joyner, Captain William Butler, O. 
J. Parker, James Lafitte, G. B. Carlton, 
“Chick’’ Lagomarsino, Captain E. J. 
Setze, S. B. Chapman, Charles Rozetta, 
J. Cc. Fincher, Lieutenant W. H. Ivy 
and Assistant Chief H. P. Haney. 

The fire was extinguished after two 
hours of hard work, the heavy and con- 
stand rainfall impeding rather than aid- 
ing the men in the work. 

The damage Will amount to probably 
$800. The interior of the church is not 
damaged in the slightest, and Dr. White, 
the pastor, announced that Dr. A. C. 
Dixon's sermon Friday night Will not be 
interfered with. 

Governor and Pastor Saw Flash’ 

It is an interesting fact that -Gov- 
ernor Joseph M. Terrell and Dr. John E. 
White, pastor of the church,: saw the 
flash that struck the church, and each 
made a dash to telephone for the fire 


‘department, a small boy in the govern- 


or’s office, however, getting the alarm in 
first. 

Governor Terrell was ovr in front of 
the capitol and was just ‘getting into 
his carriage when the flash came. 

Dr. White, who lives at 9 Crew street. 
was standing at a front window of his 
home, looKing out at the rain and gaging 
right at the tower of the church, which 


was only two blocks away. And he saw | 


the blinding flash as the lightning struck 
the cupola. He rushed to the telephone, 
called. 412 and heard the clang of the 
engine gongs and the crash of hoofs as 
the wagons swept ont of headquarters 
and on to the fire.

Replies to Complaints About 
Date of New Orleans 
Reunion. 


Macon, Ga., March 14.—(Special.)—The 
following letter from General Stephen D. 
Lee, general commanding, United Con- 
federate Veterans, whose headquarters 
are at Columbus, Miss,, has been re- 
ceived by Adjutant Postel, of the Macon 
camp of veterans, expressing regret that 
the date of the New Orieans réunion con- 
flicts with the Georgia Memoriai day. 
The letter is an ing@resting one and ex- 
plains in a frank way why it was im- 
possible to change the date in accordad- 
ance with the wishes of the Georgia vet- 
erans. The letter follows: 

“My Dear Comrade; 1 have your let- 
ter of March 8 inclosing slips from’ The 
Macon Telegraph with reference to date 
of reunion in New Orleans, inteferring 
with the Memorial day in Georgia. No 
one, more than mysell, regrets this con- 
flict, and I trust it will not occur again. 
These memorial days are sacred mile 
pusts in the memry of our heroic past 
and of our beloved dead. It is unfortu- 
nate that all our ex-confederate states 
have not agreed on the sanie day for 
these memorial exercises. An effort was 
made at our reunion in Memphis, I think, 
to have June 3 (!’resident Jefferson Da- 
vis’ birthday) day, on which all 
could agree, ~olution was pass- 
ed and Geo <cepted. <As it is 
now four stx« agreed on April 
26 and nine states have no fixed date, 
but consult their convenience for these 
exercises, 

“It go happened that it was too late 
fo change the date in New Orleans this 
year. The fear of yellow fever later 
virtually decided the early date, and 
with the progress made by our friends 
in New Orleans a change would have 
made more confusion than to let the 
dates remain as first agreed on. Texas 
wanted June or July and other states 
were suited as it was. We did not have 
time to consult* the other states as to 
change. The protest came late, and no 
official protest ever reached me _ until 
too late. The railroad people had ai- 
ready arranged for the first dates anda 
they would have had to have a new con- 
ference of officials for a change, Our 
friends in New -Orleans (our host) had 
made such rapid progress in their ar- 
rangements that it would have added 
to their expense and work, besides we 
have to consult the convenience of the 
city entertaining us, and especially New 
Orleans,- which city entertains so many 
organizations. 

“I beg that my comrade and friend, 
Colonel Wiley, and my comrades in Geor- 
gia generally will try and arrange for 
this great reunion in New Orleans by 
having thelr memorial exercises a little 
earlier Or later, to meet the convenience 
of New Orleans and the ex-confederate 
states (nine in number) that have not 
settled on any fixed day tor their exer- 
cises.

g SAYS ROOSEVELT | 


“WILL TRY AGI 


Judge are Cafdent Pres 
dent Wants Third Term, 


Notwithstanding the Fact That He 
Said When Nominated in 1904 
That He Would Not 
Again Be a Can- 
didate. 


Birmingham. Ala., March 14.—Judge 
Alton B. Parker, who addressed the Mis 
sissippi legislature yesterday, passed 
through this city at an early hour this 
morning, en route to North Carolina. 
In an interview with a representative of 
The Ledger, the expresidential candidate 
said: . 

“I am convinced, as far as I am per- 
sonally concerned, that Mr. Roosevelt 
will ask for the nomination of the re- 
publican party for a third term. _ While 
this would probably be disputed if it 
was reported in Washington, or in other 
portions of the east in my own mind 
I am satisfied that at present this is 
the intention of the president. It spite 
of the fact that when his nomination, 
in 1904 was an assured fact, he made 
the statement that under no condition 
would he again bé a candidate, I believe 
that Roosevelt has intended all along to 
again ask for the nomination.” 

“Affairs in the east are proving of 
considerable interest,’’ Judge Parker 
continued when the subject was men- 
tioned, “and I fear that the United 
States will] continue to have trouble with 
the Philippines until some disposition of 
the islands are made. The islands are 
inhabited by tribes that can never be 
reconciled until such positive actions are 
taken as when the American were com- 
pelled to deal with the Indians. The 


‘Indian is a great deal better citizen than 


the average inhabitant of the Philippine 
islands. No one has ever declared the 
Indian devoid of intellect; the Moro is, 
in my opinion; and the Indian is not 
the fanatic concerning his religion or 
any other subject as compared to our 
new subjects.’’

Driving the Warning Home. — 
The extreme activity of the offi- 
cials of the Southern Cotton Associa- 
tion, as well as that of prominent in- 
dividuals not connected with the or- 
ganization, speaks volumes for the 
importance attached to the necessity 


ent and unanimous restraint in the 
planting of this season’s cotton crop 
as will insure the perpetuation of 
the independence of the southern pro- 
ducer. Certain it is, that the farmer 
will have practically only himself to 
blame if, after having received such 
constant and sound warning, he pro- 
ceeds open-eyed along such a course 
as may precipitate a ruinous price for 
the staple next fall. 

President M. L. Johnson, of the 
Georgia division of the association, 
has followed his proclamation of a 
few days ago with another in which 
he urges on the planters the impera- 
tive necessity of thorough organiza- 
tion in each and every cotton produc- 
ing county. He declares, very wisely, 
that public meetings, resolutions and 
enthusiasms are good things in their 
way; but almost valueless unless re- 
inforced by -hharmony and decision of 
plan and action. He emphasizes 
again, and strongly, the wisdom of 
diversification and _ intensification, 
pointing out the folly of cultivating 
in cotton an acreage too poor to yield 
a remunerative profit. “Combine 
your labor and brains,” he says; and 
the slogan is an excellent one for al: 
tillers of the soil, whether or not they 
produce the fleeey staple. . 

The Southern Cotton Association 18 
also giving wide circulation to a let- 
ter from William V. King, superin- 
tendent of the New York cotton ex- 
change, in which that gentleman 
tersely indicates the fatality bound to 
result from( overproduction. As a 
rule, the planters have been a trifle 
chary of advice coming by the New 
York route. In this instance, how- 
ever, the counsel is 80 rational and 
inescapable in its logic that it is emi- 
nently worthy of attention and study. 
The following extracts from Mr. 
King’s letter should be pondered by 
planters about to pitch their crop, 
until their full purport has been ab- 
sorbed: 

“It will indeed prove a critical sea- 
son for the planter and for the entire 
south should the temptation to over 


years of splendid work of your asso- 
ciation, together with that of others 
who have cooperated, will be swept 
away, and a condition of servituds 
for the planter will be reenacted, 
with its consequent 6 or 7 cents for 
cotton. 

“This is not an extreme picture. 
It is certain to occur unless the plan 
ters stand solidly together and for 
their own .protection .diversify the 
planting, putting In a moderate acre- 
age only in cotton.. If the planters 
will not protect themselves in a mat- 
ter of such vital interest, to whom 
can they look for help?. Certainly not 
to the buyer and the consumer. 

“To sum up the matter, the situa- 
tion for weal or for woe, for 7 cents 
or for 12 cents, is entirely in the 
hands of the planter.. In a brief in- 
terval of time the world will know 
whether he has proven false to him. 
self or has had the courage and man- 
liness to resist the temptation which 
now threatens to wrest from him tee 
contro! of the situation.” | 

It ig a-graphic and an ugly poOssi- 
bility that Mr. King has bluntly out 
lined, but there are reasons for be- 
lieving that it is not exaggerated. — It 
is not inconceivable that the individ- 
ual farmers, eager to benefit them- 
selves, their families and their sec 
tions through producing a quantity 
of the staple which they hope to sell 
at high prices, will themselves de- 
feat this very desirable end. 

The speculative and consuming in- 
terests have seen that the growers of 
this world-embracing staple are able, 
when they faithfully cooperate, to de- 
mand and obtain a fair price for their 
labor. After the practical demonstra- 
tion of last year, the cliques inimical 
to high prices have been roused ints 
exerting their utmost endeavors to- 
ward sowing such delusions and dis- 
integration among the farmers as will 
break their solid unity of purpose, 
and leave them scattered prey to the 
machinations of the manipulating ele 
ments. Any increase of acreage 
would play directly into the hands of 
these factions. And, in the meantime, 
the farmer, and through him the 
south generally, would suffer a back- 
set that might require years of priva- 
' tion and denial to offset. 

In view of these straightforward 
facts, the planters of the south should 
let no inducements, however specious, 
lead them from the determination to 
hold the acreage rigidly in check dur 
ing the opening season and, through 
complete organization, to lay the 
groundwork for effectual resistance 
to any market-hammering tactics 
later on in the year. : 
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Two Important Decisions. 

Of great and far-reaching import- 
ance in their effect upon present and

The decisions contain some prety 


fine distinctions which may, perhaps, 
be open to different constructions 
when the legal sharps get to analyz 
ing them, but there is, apparently, no 
doubt that the contention of the de- 
partment of jusice on all material 
points has been upheld. This means 
that in all prosecutions under tho 
anti-trust laws, and doubtless also 
under the interstate commerce law, 
the government will have it in its 
power to force the production of all 
books and papers it may desire. 

In the prosecution of the tobacco 
trust cases—and also in the cases 
against what is known as the western 
paper trust, which, it is alleged, has 
controlled the market of the middle, 
western and southern states in the 
matter of newspaper paper—the de- 
-fendant corporations refused through 
their officers to produce books and 
papers called for, basing their refusal 
upon a variety of grounds, their prin- 
cipal contention being that to do so 
would mean incriminating the cor- 
porations and thus depriving them 
of constitutional rights. The su- 
preme court seems to have decided 
against them on all important points. 

The effect of this decision wil! 
doubtless be felt in the beef trust 
cases now on trial in Chicago, ana 
upon the prosecution begun against 
the sugar trust and a number of ra!!- 
roads at the instance of Mr. William 
Randolph Hearst. It is also likely 
to affect a good many prosecutions 
not yet formally instituted by the de. 
partment of justice, but which have 
been held up awaiting the decision of 
the highest court upon this most es- 
sential point. 

Indeed, this action by the supreme 
court may be said to put more vital: 
ity into the anti-trust law than any 
thing that has yet happened With 
this power resting in the hands of the 
prosecuting officials of the depart- 
ment of justice, the way seems clea? 
for exhaustive investigations into al! 
alleged evasions of the anti-trust and 
anti-rebate laws—investigations which 
will get at all the facts. This power 
goes not only to the courts but, under 
the tobacco trust decision, to the 
grand juries and, as in one of the 
paper trust cases, to investigations 
conducted by masters under the or 
ders of the court. 

In the face of the power thus con- 
ferred upon the courts, there can be 
no possible excuse for failure on tfie 
part of the department of justice to 
push prosecutions wherever there 
seems warrant for suspecting trust 
combinations and conspiracies. Com- 
ing as these last decisions do upon 
the heels of that in the chesapeake 
and Ohio case, there is ample evi- 
dence that the supreme court believes 
these laws are in no sense the dead 
letters they have sometimes been pic- 
tured; and if the department of jus 
tice does its full duty, trusts and ille- 
gal combinations will soon cease to 
exist in. the land. 
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Moroccan Status Hopeful. 

From present indications France's 
cause has distinctly advanced in the 
negotiations at Algeciras, and unless 
that diplomatic bugbear, the unfore- 
seen, should develop, a peaceful issue 
may evolve from what has appeared 
a very precarious situation. 

Germany has practically conceded 
the Franco-Spanish control of the 
Moroccan police—the main bone of 
contention. Berlin has interjected a 
few stipulations, but they are not of 
a nature to vitally affect the validity 
of the chief. issue. On the opening 
of the conference and up to a few 
days ago, the kaiser’s representatives 
strenuously opposed this demand on 
part of Paris, and: there were grave 
fears that the conference would break 
up with nothing accomplished—tanta. 
mount to opening the way for war 
between France and Germany. 

But as it became more clearly ap- 
parent that Germany. was deliberately 
molding events into a train inevitably 
leading ¥o hostilities, sympathy an. 
support for the  kaiser’s policy was 
speedily withdrawn by the majority 
of the delegates, even those not di- 
rectly committing themselves making 
it manifest that they would not ap 
prove measures looking toward actua! 
German domination in the land of the 
Moors. It was the hope, apparently, 
of Wilhelm that the downfall of the 
Rouvier ministry would so demoralize 
the proceedings at Algeciras that his 
own plans would be promoted to a 
successful climax. The French, how 
ever, have steadily refused to be up 
set by this deevlopment in such a 
vastly important crisis, winning uni- 
versal admiration for their poise and 
their calm persistence. 

It is safe to assert that if Germany 
should be administered a partial or 
an entire defeat at the present nego- 
tiations, it will be because of the im 
plied menace of Great Britain’s atti 
tude and the reluctance of the other 
European nations to participate in a 
course likely to provoke one of the 
bloodiest international wars in his 
tory. 

It appears from current dispatches 
that subsidiary details of the finan- 
cial and police problems have left the 
conference in a deadlock. If, as has 
been reported, Germany has conceded 
or will concede the main contention 
of France, it appears likely that the 
administrative details will be ar 
ranged through instructions sent dele. 
gates direct from Paris and Berlin 
Such, at least, will be the hope of the 
advocates of peace who have been 
following. the proceedings,

Mr. Mur- 
phey’s dogmatic misstatements about 
The Telegraph give us no concern. This 
paper has done more to build up a sen- 
timent in Georgia against the negro in 
politics than any other newspaper in 
the state. It has always advocated ths 
best method of his elimination from ol- 
itics. It began before Mr. Hardwick 
did an agitation in favor of a repeal 
and amendment of the franchise amend- 
ments to the federal constitution, because 
The Telegraph saw some years ag0 that 
with these amendments staring us in tne 
face we had reached the ilmit of honest 
disfranchisement, with our democratic 
white primary and the cumulative poll 
tax. disqualifications. The Telegraph 
wants to see those objectionable amend- 
ments repealed so that the state can dis- 
franchise the negro because he is an 
alien.

TURNER HEADS COTTON MILIS. 


Elected President of Covington Mills 
To Succecd Swann. 

Covington, Ga., March 14.—(Special.)— 
At a meeting of the directors of the Cov- 
ington cotton mills N. S. Turner was 
elected to the position of president and 
general manager, made vacant by the 
death of Hon. Thomas C. Swann, on the 
9th instant. The other officers of the 
company ara W. C. Clark, secretary and 
treasurer; J, W. Worsham, .superintend- 
ent, and J, F. Henderson, N. 8.
